Northern Minnesota as it Appears- 
pressions of a Chicago 
Correspondant.

The Chicago Record of November 
27th, contains the following write up 
of the country around Brainerd: 
BaAiNERD,Minn., Nov. 27.—“A home 
of my own in a quiet land of plenty. 
How many thousands have turned 
their eyes westward while their hearts 
beat quicker with that hope? Many 
have realized in the main this home; 
many, and perhajie the larger number, 
have* met more or less disappoiutmeut, 
encountering drought, grasshoppers, 
Indians, white desperadoes, 
forest 
fires, or the dread cyclone. 
A year ago I began a comparative 
study of the claims put forth for each 
section of the west as a laud of promise 
for the home-seekers in general aud 
the home steader in particular, be­ 
lieving, as I did, that to become 
bread-winners direct from the soil in­ 
stead of wage-earners must be the 
hope of many of the unemployed for 
years to come aud that where to go 
for that purpose would be a matter of 
general interest. As a result of my 
investigation I concluded that North­ 
ern Minnesota offered greater in­ 
ducements to the home-seekers with 
small means than any other section of 
the great west, and in October last I 
started on a trip of personal inspec­ 
tion. 
Brainerd is the principal town on 
the Northern Pacific main liue, west 
of Duluth, and the most important 
town in Northern Minnesota, with the 
exception of Duluth. 
I will briefly 
describe .Brainerd, because it is the 
gateway to aud the base of supplies 
for the largest remaining area of gov­ 
ernment lauds desirable for home­ 
steading in an agricultural timbered 
region. 
Brainerd is a growing town of about 
eight thousand population, the county 
seat of Crow Wing county.

branch of the same aystepa is well up 
toward Leech Lake from the south 
west; the Duluth & Manitoba line 
comes into it from the southeast, and 
Brainerd & Northern Minnesota has 
just built cuts through the best and 
most accessible part of it.

Yet, notwithstanding all this, it 
costs somethiug to remove to that 
country and to get started, and I 
would not advise any man with a 
family in the central or eastern states 
to emigrate to that or any other sec­ 
tion of the west unless he 
ow qs or can 
borrow on his personal credit from 
some friend a few hundred dollars of 
capital. 
An able-bodied, hard-work­ 
ing, sober man, who understands farm 
work and working in timber, and is 
willing to undergo tho genuine hard­ 
ships of pioneer life for a year or two, 
can safely undertake it if he can raise 
$ 100 more than his railroad fare. 
A 
man with like qualifications with a 
family may undertake it if he can 
raise $ 2l)0 more than the railroad fare 
of himself and family, and the freight 
on his goods to his destination. 
If 
he has a friend already in that locality 
who knows just where to place him on 
a desirable piece of government land, 
he could undertake it with $ 50 less, 
as he will otherwise have to pay an 
experienced and reliable “cruiser”— 
as they are called—$ 25 to properly 
locate him. 
Ho will be at other es-

vigorating climate that makes vigor­ 
ous exercise a pleasure, and gives a 
hearty relish to every meal, aud you 
have the main advantageous char­ 
acteristics of this region.

27.—“A home 
of m y own in a quiet land of plenty. 
H ow m any thousands have tu rn ed 
th e ir eyes w estw ard w hile their hearts 
beat quicker w ith th at hope? 
Many 
have realized in th e m ain this hom e; 
m anv, and perhaps th e larg er number, 
have* m et m ore or less disappointm ent, 
encountering drought, grasshoppers, 
Indians, w hite desperadoes, 
forest 
fires, or th e dread cyclone. 
A year ago I began a com parative 
study of th e claim s put forth for each 
section of th e west as a land of prom ise 
for th e hom e-seekers in general and 
th e hom e steader in particular, be­ 
lieving, as I did, th a t to become 
bread-w inners direct from the soil in­ 
stead of wage-earners m ast be the 
hope of m any of th e unem ployed for 
years to com e and th a t where to go 
for th at purpose would be a m atter of 
general interest. 
As a result of my 
investigation I concluded th a t N orth­ 
ern M innesota offered g reater in­ 
ducem ents to th e hom e-seekers w ith 
sm all m eans than any other section of 
th e g reat west, and in O ctober last I 
started on a trip of personal inspec­ 
tion. 
B rainerd is th e principal tow n on 
th e N orthern Pacific m ain line, west 
of D uluth, and the m ost im portant 
town in N orthern M innesota, w ith the 
exception of D uluth. 
I will briefly

Tw enty-tw o hours from Chicago by 
rail and you stand upon governm ent 
land as desirable to live upon, taken 
ail in all, as th at of Southern Michi 
gan, N orthern Oiho, or th e best por­ 
tions of t}ie New E ngland states 
One hundred and sixty acres can be 
bad by any m an for th e asking and 
for the paym ent of about $20 entrance 
fees. 
U ntil recently this great Leech 
L ake region has been looked upon as 
an inaccessible wilderness, b u t now 
the Fosston branch of th e G reat 
N orthern railroad enters it from the 
w est; 
th e extended P ark R apids 
branch of the sam e system is well ap 
toward L eech L ake from th e south 
west; 
th e D uluth & M anitoba line 
comes into it from the southeast, and 
B rainerd & N orthern M innesota has 
ju st built cuts through th e best and 
most accessible part of it. 
T his por­ 
tion begins about seventeen miles 
north of B rainerd, in the geographical 
center of the state, And extends north 
to th e m agnificent sheet of w ater 
nam ed L eech Lake, east to the Missis­ 
sippi river, and west to th e west line 
of Cass county.

with fish of large size and th e best 
quality th a t th e settler can supply his 
table for every meal in th e year if he 
likes; 
this w ith sm all expenditure of 
tim e and no m oney except for hook 
and line. 
G am e is also plentiful. 
T im ber for fuel and for building is in 
plenty, and th e very beet of w ater is 
abundant and easily procured on every 
quarter section. 
Yet, notw ithstanding all this, it 
costs som ething to rem ove to th a t 
country and to g et started, aud I 
would not advise any m an with a 
fam ily in the central or eastern states 
to em igrate to that or any other sec­ 
tion of the west unless he owns or can 
borrow on his personal credit from 
som e friend a few hundred dollars of 
capital. 
An able-bodied, hard-w ork­ 
ing, sober man, who understands farm 
work and w orking in tim ber, and is 
w illing to undergo th e genuine hard­ 
ships of pioneer life for a year or two, 
can safely undertake it if he can raise 
$100 m ore than his railroad fare. 
A 
m an w ith like qualifications w ith a 
fam ily may undertake it if he can 
raise $200 m ore than th e railroad fare 
of him self and fam ily, and the freight 
on his goods to his destination. 
I f 
he has a friend already in th at locality 
who knows ju st where to place him on 
a desirable piece of governm ent land, 
be coold undertake it w ith $50 less, 


a s he will otherw ise have to pay an 
experienced and reliable “cruiser”— 
as they are called—$25 to properly 
locate ’bim. 
H e will be at other ex- 


* pense, also, while securing his home­ 
stead. 
As an exam ple of prosperous pioneer 
life in this region, G eorge A. Barclay 
settled there in 1873, at Pine River, 
th irty m iles north of Brainerd, and in 
th e heart of th at region. 
H e entered 
640 acres of governm ent land under 
the old and now repealed cash-entry 
system , at $1.25 an acre. 
H e had $50 
left and all his other worldly goods 
he carried in a pack on his back. 
H e 
hired a Chippew a Indian to help him 
bnild a log house, the first in that 
region. 
It is still standing in good 
condition. 
T he B rainerd & N orthern 
M innesota track runs between his old 
hom e and th e log barn. 
M r. Barclay 
now has ninety acres under successful 
cultivation; he has a good store, doing 
a business, as shown by his books, of 
over $3,000 a m onth, and he has just 
com pleted a new hotel and store 
building. 
H is property is now worth 
$18,000 or $20,000. 
I will close this letter with a brief 
sum m ary of the reasons why I believe 
this region of country the m ost desir­ 
able for the hom e-stead settler. 
Be­ 
ing on w ell-tim bered land he escapes 
the blizzards incident, to the prairie 
country, and tne tim ber affords him 
abundant fuel, building m aterial and 
fencing; though cold in winter, the 
dry air m itigates the tem perature and 
renders it very endurable am ong the 
pines; it is north of the northernm ost 
edge of the cyclone belt and he is free 
from th at horrible dread and danger 
to him self and fam ily; it is nearer 
hom e and nearer to m arket than any 
other unoccupied portion of the W est; 
the abundance of fish. gam e, rice and 
berries, right at his door, affords an 
im portant part of his food supply; 
the natural meadows afford him ex­ 
cellent hay, and th9 native grasses 
that spring up w herever the tim ber 
has been cut affords good grazing; 
while the ready m arket for and high 
price of the produces of the diary aud 
the poultry yard insure him profitable 
occupation w ithout 
areas th at require expensive 
ing outfits. 
Tin 
affords on every quarter sectton suffi­ 
cient ground that is low enough to be 
kept m oist in the dryest seasons by the 
seepage from the lakes through a very 
porous soil, and droughts that effect 
injuriously even the uplands are m uch 
less frequent in this lake and tim ber 
country than on the prairies. 
T he 
universally peaceful, orderly, frugal 
and industrious character of the popu­ 
lation of M innesota and its richly 
endowed and 
thoroughly 
utilized 
educational facilities insure to every 
house holder in the state the safe and 
quiet of his home with none to m olest 
or m ake afraid any m ore than in the 
older and more thickly settled com 
m unities of the E ast. 
Add to all this 
the universally healthful 
and 
in­ 
vigorating clim ate th a t m akes vigor 
ous exercise a pleasure, and gives a 
hearty relish to every meal, and you 
have th e m ain advantageous char­ 
acteristics of this region.

A PINE LAND REPORT 


TH E LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE R E ­ 
CITES WHAT IT HAS DONE. 


It Says T h a t 
M any F rau d * H ava 
B cea 
DlM coverc! la th e Sale of 
F lu e 
L an in — M any 
S agseaH oa* 
M ade by (he C om iulttee. 


St. Paul, Dec. 23.—The report of the 
pine land investigation com m ittee has 
been subm itted to Gov. Nelson. 
I t is 
a m ost elaborate affair, aud covers 
more than 200 pages of typew riting. 
T he com m ittee first cites the resolu­ 
tion under which it w as appointed, the 
organization 
of 
the com m ittee and 
gives a statem ent of the funds which 
the com m ittee had a t its disposal. 
The duties of the com m ittee have 
l»een arduous and exacting, and have 
been of a m ost 
unpleasant 
nature. 
The rejtort closes w ith the following 
recom m endations: 
“T here shall be one surveyor general 
for the stale, who shall lie appointed 
by the governor, to he paid a salary, 
and all fees turned Into the state 
treasury, and all necessary deputies 
aud em ployes bt* paid a reasonable 
salary; th at all deputy surveyor gen­ 
erals shall In* required to take oath 
and give bond conditioned upon the 
faithful perform ance of th eir duties; 
th a t the neglect of the surveyor gen­ 
eral to report the failure of an?’ p a r­ 
ties in com plying w ith the provisions 
of the perm it, or failure of the sta te 
auditor to rejtort the sam e to the a t­ 
torney general for prosecution, shall 
be punished I*?’ lteav?’ penalties. 
“T h at the governor, trea su rer and 
laud com m issioner lie required to m eet 
as a com mission for the consideration 
of the approval of estim ates and ap­ 
praisals and recom m endations of sale; 
th a t they shall keep a record of such 
m eetings, and th a t no stum pages shall 
be sold Hitless the sam e be recom ­ 
mended I)?* the governor and one oth­ 
er m em ber of said com m ission; th a t 
the governor have a sufficient appro­ 
priation to enable him properly to in 
vestigate tit** correctness of such esti­ 
m ates by sending an agent of his own 
to exam ine any of the lands proposed 
to be sold. when. In his discretion, it 
ma?’ Imi necessnr?’ to do so; th a t all 
estim ates now* in th** sta te auditor's 
office, upon which valid perm its are 
not now In force, lie canceled; th a t no 
perm it shall be given to cover more 
than tw o logging 
seasons or 
mow 
than one description of land, anti no 
extension or cancellation thereof shall 
In* m ade, and a sep arate log m ark 
shall be used on each description. 
W o rth lra s Ronil*. 
“T h at in view of the w orthless char­ 
acter of man?* of the bonds given as 
surety for the fulfillm ent of the con­ 
ditions of the perm it, careful legisla­ 
tion shall he had tegarding the same. 
“T h at no perm it shall he issued ex­ 
cept to tile part?’ in w hose nam e the 
stuinpage is purchased a t the sale. 
“T h at the state treasu rer he required 
to enforce the provisions of the sta t­ 
ute in regard 
to the 
collection of 
stum pnge drafts; th at in the execution 
of ail m ineral leases the tim ber upon 
the land leased should tie reserved to 
the state, and th a t pending action of 
the legislature hereon, in order to pre­ 
vent the wholesale leasing of land for 
the purpose of holding such lim iter, 
the sta te auditor decline the issuance 
of any additional leases for m ineral 
purposes. 
“T h a t the incoming legislature pass 
a stringent law to prevent the kindling 
of fires w here cuttings of pine have 
been m ade, even It?’ the ow ner of the 
land, unless proper safeguards are es­ 
tablished to prevent Its spreading to 
adjoining property. 
“T h at the land com m issioner shall 
cause all i>ernilts aud the I Kinds ac­ 
com panying the sam e, together w ith 
any assignm ents thereof, to he flied in 
his office, and recorded in a hook 
kept for th a t purpose. 
T h at the land 
com m issioner shall keep a general In­ 
dex of all Instrum ents, docum ents and 
papers filed or recorded in his office 
show ing the date of filing, and the 
place of record.” 
The com m ittee says of the state au ­ 
ditor’s office: 
“ It is here w*e find the 
m ost palpable neglect of duties, tho 
least regard of the sta te ’s interests, 
the m ost careless and uns?stem atic 
condition of the sta te’s business and 
the greatest displa?* of either u n p ar­ 
donable ignorance of the duties of 
the office under the law, or dow nright 
official dishonesty.” 
A chapter is devoted to M att Clark, 
the stunipage clerk, iii w hich it is 
show n th a t he receives a salary of 
$1,500, b u t pays a m an nam ed B ates 
$1)00 a year to do his work in the of­ 
fice, w hile C lark has an office dow n 
town, w here he conducts an office for 
the sale of pine land, presum ably us­ 
ing th e inform ation he gains in the 
auditor’s office to aid him in m aking 
money on pine lands. 
Frau*! m d D eceit. 
The report fu rth er says: 
“ We have 
found obstacles and obstructions in 
our path th a t a t tim es seem ed unsur­ 
m ountable. 
W e have 
m et 
fraud, 
treachery and deceit a t every tu rn ,” 
states the com m ittee iii refurring to 
its arduous labors. 
The com m ittee 
fu rth er 
tenders 
the 
governor 
its 
thanks for the personal Interest taken 
lit the success of the work. 
Follow ing is a sum m ary of some of 
the most interesting chapters of the 
report: 
All the evidence given beforo this 
com m ittee go to establish the princi­ 
ple th a t these sales are, as a general 
rule, conducted in the interest of buy­ 
ers of stunipage, and rarely in the in­ 
terest of the state.

TH E SNAKE THAT GRINS 


THI* Im lh© Nam© A pplied by th e In ­ 
dian# to tit© S idew inder. 
To the unprejudiced observer the 
sidew inder is by no means a bad look­ 
ing snake. Indeed, the general exjuvs- 
shin of Its face Is bright and comical, 
rather than horrifying. Whim startle*! 
it has a habit of raising its head sev­ 
eral inches in th** air arni th**u turning 
from si*!** to side to s*h» w hat is goiug 
on. At such tim es th*' quick motion of 
the head, together with th** appearance 
of tile horns, that stand tip like shabby 
little ears, remind one alm ost irreslst- 
ably of a terrier when some one says 
"B ats!” Then, w ith ffs mouth shut, 
the lim* of the Ii pm seen from side to 
side is a curve th a t rises at both ends, 
giving its features just as nearly the 
apr carane© of a sardonic grin 
as any 
snake's face e m assum e. Kb H adl y. 
the best known driver of the lug des­ 
ert team s, first called th** w riter's at­ 
tention to this peculiarity, ami sa hi 
that the Panam int Indians living on 
the west side of D eath valley, have a 
iiajne for the reptile which means “tlie- 
snaki* w ith-a grin.” 
In color, as a whole, the sidewinder 
is exactly like th at of the mesa (Band. 
W hen It is lying still no on** walking 
along the desert save an Indian can 
see it. Once the eye has located it. how­ 
ever. it is found to be of a light yel­ 
lowish color on the shies w ith a stripe 
along the back, while very beautiful 
brown spots, suggestive of th*- speckled 
trout, are scattered abut on each side 
of the stripe. F arth er tow ards the tail 
there are short, tigerish stripes at right 
angles to the dorsal strip-', and there 
is a brown dash just behind each eye. 
It has only one nostril, in th*' center 
of a large scale plate. Although it has 
but one nostril, the desert lien believe 
that it has a very keen smell for a 
snail**, and a jrart of their dread of the 
I least is dm* to this.

vanee. The light which ensued lasted 
several hours, aud dusk had set iii be­ 
fore the defenders of the town w e n 
finally routed, leaving tile brigadier 
dead on the ground, an d the two gen­ 
darm es and several citizens grievous­ 
ly wounded. The brigands now spread 
all over the tow n bellied them selves 
to everything of value exposed in tile 
shojis, and breaking into aud looting 
private houses. Tile inhabitants were 
terrorized, and nobody ventured into 
the streets. The strongest detach men t 
of robbers mad** for the house of Sig. 
Depon form erly syndic of Tortoli, and 
well known to In* jiossessed of am ple 
menus. Tilt* servants had been w arn ­ 
ed of the projected attack, and had 
bolted and barred tile house. The bri­ 
gands, however, soon forced an en 
trance, aud a fte r a short fight, in 
w hich tho syndic’s coachm an 
was 
killed, the defenders fled. Tho rob- 
liers then w ont through the house, 
ai d secured, am ong other sjiBils, 27.- 
0 0 0 lire in gold. 2 0 .0 0 0 lire in paper 
currency and jew elry w orth [>.000 lire. 
W ith this and other booty they m arch­ 
ed off to their retreat in the hills.-.

I were not allowed to take i>art in tin* 
festivities. The celebration took place 
in a great court near tin* city m arket 
of Bangkok. We w aited about three 
hours itefore we heard the jirocessiou 
Then a noise arose like th a t of a 
thousand dogs w ith tin caus tied to 
their til Us rattlin g over the stoniest of 
streets, and a m om ent later we saw

its foot four naked Siam ese stood. A 
purse of money was tied to a long 
bam boo fishing jiole and fastened to 
one of the uprights, so th a t the money 
hung about thirty feet out from th** 
swiug. The pole was so beat that the 
bag of money ming quivering from rile 
topm ost jxiint, far out to tile aide of 
t i e sw ingers. The feat was for them 
to get the money while the sw ing 
w as moving. They first knelt down 
and prayed to the king. and then w ent 
up and down upon the sw ing until 
the}' sw ung them selves high up iu tile 
a ir and nearer a**d nearer tin* money. 
At last one of them reached it.

cording to rules he had to flit** it off 
w ith ids teem aud hold tlx* money iii 
ills m outh uutil tire sw ing 
stopped.

of the funniest custom s is th a t tho 
children have of bathing their g ran d ­ 
m others on New Y ear’s. The ugliest 
looking old women of the w orld are 
the Siamese. The m aidens are plum p 
and bright eyed. They are short, sel­ 
dom over five feet in height, b u t they 
are straig h t and well form ed. They 
w ear nothing but a strij> of cotton 
cloth a yard wide and about three 
yards long, which they w ind about 
th eir hijis and fasten by pulling the 
ends through betw een the legs and 
tucking them into the belt a t the back. 
This is the dress of the common wom­ 
en, and It is only the better classes 
who have anything about the should­ 
ers, the bust and the neck. In such 
costum e a plum p girl looks well, but a 
scraw ny, w rinkled old w om an looks 
horrible. The 
Siam ese 
women 
cut 
their h air short. I t grow s coarser as 
they grow older and it stan d s up like 
a shoe brush all i ver th eir heads. 
These 
grandm others 
have 
bristles 
about an Inch long. They all chew 
the betel nut, and long before they 
have grandchildren th eir teeth a re 
black and th eir Him are cracked and 
stained. They squat around the house 
on th eir haunches doing little but 
sm oking cigarettes aud chew ing betel 
nuts, and they vary the puffing out 
the sm oke w ith the spitting out betel 
Juice. 
The celebration of New Y ear’s D ay 
is sanctioned by the Buddhists, and 
the Siam ese believe th a t the souls of 
those B uddhists who have gone to 
purgatory come back to earth on th a t 
day. The people pour w ater out on 
the ground in celebration of this, and 
they alw ays go to the tem ples and 
visit the shrines. E very idol in the 
kingdom is bathed w ith perfum ed w a­ 
ter and ineense is burned by the cord.

AU debts have to be paid, and every­ 
one expects lo get his bills a t the last 
of the year.

these presents are alw ays scut out In 
a certain kind of a box, known as 
New Y ear’s boxes.

After hitting him with an ax they 
clinched, and Drake got him down 
when Cusick polled out a knife and 
told him he would cut him unless he 
let him up at ouce, which he refused 
to do, and then the slashing was done.

story of his crime very deliberately to 
a Herald reporter the next day . 
He 
said that himself and Joseph Drake, 
the murdered mau, had been eugaged 
in fishing in Vermillion lake for some 
time, but did not get along very well. 
About two weeks ago Cusick say s he 
lost $27.50 and carried the idea that 
Drake had robbed him, although he 
protests that he had not broached the 
subject to his partner of the loss or his 
sucpicious of its whereabouts. 
They 
had repeated quarrels, and on the day 
of the murder Drake was fishing aud 
Cusick was in the shanty making a 
noise which the former seemed to 
think was scaring the fish. Drake 
came into the shanty and began to 
abuse his companion, using vile aud 
lusulting language. Cusick seized an 
ax and struck Drake in the back of 
the head, bury ing the blade, as C usick 
say s, a considerable depth, but did 
not knock him down. The balance of 
hi3 story was not very well knitted to­ 
gether. 
He told of a desperate 
struggle which ensued, Drake at- , 
tempting to drown him iu the fishing i 
hole through the ice, in which attempt j 
Cusick say s he succeeded iu once get-*' 
tiug him completely under water, and 
further, that Drake tried to cut his 
throat with a jack knife. Cusick say s 
he succeedod in getting his own knife i 
out of his pocket aud cut several 
gashes in Drake’s face, head aud neck. 
Drake tbeu started to walk to Mc- 
Eachoru’s lumber camp, a short dis­ 
tance from the scene of the trouble, 
and reache« l his destination, but wi s 
very weak from loss of blood. Cusick 
was notified that Drake could not 
live, and he started for Grand Rapids, 
a distance of 28 miles, and gave liim- 
self lip. 
As ihe crime was committed 
in Cass county , which is attached to 
Crow Wing, Marshal Kelly notified 
the sheriff a* Brainerd to cuine for his 
prisoner. 
Having no authority to 
hold the prisoner longer the marshal 
turned him loose. 
Wednesday after­ 
noon word was received that Drake 
was dead, and a little later a telegram 
was received from Sheriff Spalding 
requesting 
Sheriff Toole to hold 
Cusick until Thursday night, when he 
would 
arrive to take him away . 
Fortunately Mr. Toole re-captured 
iais mar. between here and Bass lirook. 
Upon regaining his liberty Cusick re­ 
turned to Vermillion lake, and. going 
to the shanty , demanded his clothes 
from a man who was stay ing there 
teeping watch for his return. 
At the 
muzzle end of a ritle he was taken to 
the McEachren camp and guarded 
through the night, and next morning 
was being brought to Grand Rapids by 
Mr. McEachren and one of his men 
when met by the sheriff. 
It is the i 
opinion of the men at the camp that ! 
murder was intended by Cusick for 
tho purpose of robbery . Drake is 
still alive, with excellent chances of 
recovery . 
He was sewed up by the 
“handy man” at tho camp, doctered 
witli horse liniment and is doing 
nicely . Sheriff Spalding arrived ou 
Thursday and left for Bra.nerd this 
morning with his prisoner.

AN UNHUNG FIEND. 


James Cusick Cuts His Partner With an 
Ax and a Knife— Lodged in the 
Brainerd Jail.

James Cusick, the man who so 
villainously assaulted Joseph Drake 
at Vermillion lake in Cass county last 
week, is confined rn the Crow Wing 
county jail, Sheriff Spalding having 
brought him down from Grand Rapids 


o n Saturday last. 
A D is p a t c h re­ 
porter interviewed Cusick on Wed­ 
nesday as to his version of the affair. 
He says that his home is near Toronto, 
Canada, and that himself and Drake 
were engaged in fishing and hunting 
at Vermillion lake in partnership. 
Some hard feelings had arisen be­ 
tween the two, and on this particular 
day when Cusick entered the fish 
house on the ice, that Drake made an 
assault on him with a spear, and he, 
Cusick, defended himself with an ax. 
After hitting him with an ax they 
clinched, and Drake got him down 
when Cusick pulled out a knife and 
told him he would cut him unless he 
let him up at ouce, which he refused 
to do, and then the slashing was done. 
After this Cusick says Drake chucked 
him into the hole aud pushed him 
under the ice, hut he managed to get 
out to find Drake gone. 
This, of course, is Cusick’s story, 
and undoubtedly his plea will be self 
defense, but there are many of the;

Valuable Timber Land. 
On Monday last C. A. Albright, 
with a cruiser and two men, started 
to look up valuable timber laud that 
is to be opened soon in the vicinity of 
Red Lake. 
In an interview Mr. All- 
bright says: 
“Certain pine ring men are trying 
to work the same scheme by which so 
much timber in the northern part of 
the state has been previously taken, 
by securing the opening of certain 
townships so far ahead of settlement 
that it would be almost impossible for 
actual settlers to locate except by 
colony, then by hiring men to swear 
to a few statements and advancing 
them the money to buy the land under 
the timber and stone act they get 
thousands of acres of valuable timber 
as cheap as an actual claimant, thus 
defeating a law passed to encourage 
the opening and development of poor 
agricultural lands.” 
Mi. Allbright expects to be gone 
ten days, during which time he will 
satisfy himself whether the timber is 
as valuable as it is understood to be 
and if so he proposes to locate actual 
bona fide claimants in that section, 


some pretty good evidence to make it 
stick. The prisoner is a man about 
27 years old, of medium size, and does 
not look like a hardened criminal, 
although his appearance to a person 
who is a good judge cf human nature 
would indicate that he would bear 
watching.

The story 
he told the D is p a t c h reporter is ma­ 
terially different from his other ver­ 
sions of the affair. 
The Grand Rapids Herald says of 
the affair: 
Monday evening a man named 
James Cusick arrived in town and re­ 
quested to be locked up, as he had 
murdered a man that day at Ver­ 
million lake. Mr. Kelly took the man 
at his word and gave him quarters at 
the village bastile. 
Cusick told the 
story of his crime very deliberately to 
a Herald reporter the next day. He 
said that himself aud Joseph Drake, I 
the murdered man, had been engaged 
in fishing in Vermillion lake for some ; 
time, but did not get along very well. 
About two weeks ago Cusick says he 
lost $27.50 and carried the idea that 
Drake had robbed him, although he 
protests that he had not broached the 
subject to his partner of the loss or his 
sucpicions of its whereabouts. 
They 
had repeated quarrels, aud on the day 
of the murder Drake was fishing and 
Cusick was in the shanty making a 
noise which the former seemed to 
think was scaring the fish. Drake 
came into the shanty and began to 
abuse his companion, using vile and 
insulting language. Cusick seized an 
ax and struck Drake in the back of 
the head, burying the blade, as Cusick 
says, a considerable depth, but did 
not knock him down. The balance of 
his story was not very well knitted to­ 
gether. 
He told of a desperate ' 
struggle which ensued, Drake at­ 
tempting to drown him in the fishing 
hole through the ice, in which attempt 
Cusick says he succeeded in once get­ 
ting him completely andor water, and 
further, that Drake tried to cut his 
throat with a jack knife. Cusick says 
he succeeded in getting his own knife 
out of his pocket and cut several 
gashes in Drake’s face, head and neck. 
Drake then started to walk to Mc- 
Eacheru’s lumber camp, a short dis­ 
tance from the scene of the trouble, 
and reached his destination, bat was 
very weak from loss of blood. Cusick 
was notified that Drake could not 
live, and he started for Grand Rapids, 
a distance of 28 miles, and gave him­ 
self up. As the crime was committed 
in Cass county, which is attached to 
Crow Wing, Marshal Kelly notified 
the sheriff at Brainerd to come for his 
prisoner. 
Having no authority to 
hold the prisoner longer the marshal 
turned him loose. 
Wednesday after­ 
noon word WBS received that Drake 
was dead, and a little later a telegram 
was received from Sheriff Spalding 
requesting 
Sheriff Toole to hold 
Cusick anti! Thursday night, when he 
would 
arrive to take him away. 
Fortunately Mr. Toole re-captnred 
his mac. between here and Bass Brook. 
Upon regaining his liberty Cusick re­ 
turned to Vermillion lake, and, going 
to the shanty, demanded his clothes 
from a man who was staying there 
keeping watch for his return. At the 
muzzle end of a rifle he was taken to 
the McEacbren camp and guarded 
through the night, and next morning 
was being brought to Grand Rapids by 
Mr. McEacbren and one of his men 
when met by the sheriff. It is the 
opinion of the men at the camp that 
murder was intended by Cusick for 
tho purpose of robbery. Drake is 
still alive, with excellent chances of 
recovery. He was sewed up by th© 
“hanJv man” at the camp, doctored 
with norse liniment and is doing 
nicely. Sheriff Spalding arrived on 
Thursday and left for Brainerd this 
morning with his prisoner.

T h e com m ittee first cites the resolu­ 
tion under w hich it w as appointed, the 
organization 
of 
the com m ittee and 
g ives a statem ent of tin* fun ds w hich 
the com m ittee had at its disposal. 
T he d uties of the com m ittee have 
been arduous and exactin g, and have 
beou of a m ost 
unpleasant 
nature. 
T he report closes w ith tlu* follow in g 
recom m endations: 
“T here shall he one surveyor general 
for the state, w ho shall be appointed 
by tlu* governor, to he paid a salary, 
and all fees turned into tlu* state 
treasury, and all necessary deputies 
and em ployes be paid a reasonable 
salary; that all deputy surveyor gen ­ 
erals shall la* requited to take oath 
and give bond conditioned upon the 
fa ith fu l perform ance of their duties; 
th a t the neglect o f the surveyor gen ­ 
eral to report the failu re of any par­ 
ties in com plying w ith the provisions 
o f th e perm it, or failu re of the sta te 
auditor to report the sam e to the a t­ 
torney general for prosecution, shall 
he punished by heavy p enalties. 
“T hat the governor, treasurer and 
land com m issioner be required to m eet 
as a com m ission for the consideration 
o f tlu* approval of estim ates and ap­ 
praisals and recom m endations of sale; 
that they shall keep a record of such 
m eetings, and that no stum pages shall 
be sold unless the sam e be recom ­ 
m ended by the governor and one oth ­ 
er m em ber of said com m ission; th at 
the governor have a sufficient appro­ 
priation to enable him properly to in­ 
v estig a te tlu* correctn ess o f such (*stl- 
inates by sending an agent of his ow n 
to exam in e an y of the lands proposed 
to be sold, w hen, in his discretion, it 
m ay he necessary to do so; th at all 
estim ates now in the sta te auditor’s 
office, upon w hich valid perm its are 
not now in force. Ik* can celed ; that no 
perm it shall be given to cover inort 
than tw o loggin g 
season s or 
more 
than one description of land, and no 
exten sion or cancellation thereof shall 
b«* m ade, and a sep arate log mark 
shall l»e used on each description.

“T hat in view of the w orthless char­ 
acter o f m any of tlu* bonds given as 
surety for the fulfillm ent of tDo con­ 
ditions o f the perm it, careful legisla­ 
tion shall be had legard in g the sam e 
“T hat no perm it shall be issued e x ­ 
cept to the party in w hose nam e the 
stum page is purchased at the sale. 
“T hat tlu* state treasurer Ik* required 
to enforce tin* provisions o f tlu* sta t­ 
ute in regard

stum page drafts: that in tlu* execution 
of all m ineral leases the tim ber upon 
the land leased should be reserved to

“T hat the land com m issioner shall 
cause all perm its and the bonds ac­ 
com panying the sam e, together w ith 
any assign m en ts thereof, to he Hied in 
his office, and recorded In a book 
kept for th at purpose. 
T hat the laud 
com m issioner shall keep a general In 
dex of all instrum ents, docum ents and 
papers filed or recorded In his office 
sh ow in g the d ate o f tiling, and the 
place of record.” 
T he com m ittee sa y s of the state a u ­ 
ditor’s office: 
“ It is here w e find the 
m ost palpable neglect o f duties, the 
least regard of the sta te ’s in terests 
the m ost careless and unsystem atic 
condition of th e sta te’s b u sin ess and 
the greatest display o f eith er unpar­ 
donable ignorance o f tlu* d u ties of 
the office under the law , or dow nright 
official d ish on esty.” 
A chapter is devoted to M att Clark, 
the stum page clerk, in w hich it is 
show n th at he receives a salary of 
$1,500, bu t pays a m an nam ed B ates 
$000 a year to do h is w ork in the o f­ 
fice, w h ile Clark lias an office dow n 
tow n, w here he conducts an office for 
the sa le o f pine land, presum ably u s­ 
ing the inform ation he gains in the 
auditor’s office to aid him in m aking 
m oney on pine lands.

All the evidence? given before this 
com m ittee go to estab lish the princi­ 
ple th at these sales are, a s a general 
rule, conducted in the in terest o f buy­ 
ers of stum page. and rarely in the in ­ 
terest of the state. 
Som e of the ills 
of w hich w e com plain are attributable 
to the d efects in tie* law , but this fact 
does not iu any w ay relieve the state

Tim eliareoal is carbonaceous, and 
therefore the larger pari of it Is like 
the corn. It is the potash mixed with 
it that corrects the acidity. But the bet­ 
ter way is not to let tlu* sto naeh got 
sour. Feed even tin* fattening hogs 
some line wheat middlings, with milk 
and a few sliced beets daily. This will 
keep their digestion good, and when 
food digests it d(H*s not sour ou the 
stomach. 


Itotii11nit tlic Harden. 
There is a decided advantage in oc­ 
casionally changing tin* location of the 
garden. The crops in tin* garden re­ 
quire heavy manuring. As they occu­ 
py the land every year there is no 
chance to seed with clover, and tit* 
soil, though rich i nough. becomes too 
heavy for profitable working. Where 
a clover sod is plowed under the soil 
is friable, and holds moisture without 
becoming sodden. Main fanners do 
not think of chungit g tin it* garden 
spot until spring. Then it is too late 
to make tie* soil rich enough for gar­ 
dening purposes; but if a clover ley is 
top dressed heavily with manure in 
tin* fall, and then plowed early in tIt,* 
spring, it will bo rich enough to grow

of garden 
vegetables. 
Bitch a plat of ground that had been 
frequently in clover will In* less weedy 
than one that lias been always used as 
a gardeu.

When startled 
it has a habit of raising its head sev­ 
eral incites in tin* air and then turning 
from side to side to s**e what is going 
on. At such times tin* quirk motion of 
tin* head, togetlmr with tin* appearance 
of the horns, that stand up like shabby 
little ears, remind one almost irresist- 
ably of a terrier when some >tn* says 
"Hats!" Then, with .ts mouth shut, 
(lie line of the lips seen from side to 
side is a curve that rises at both ends, 
giving its features just as nearly the 
:?11 earanoe of a sardonic grin 
as any 
snake's face can assume. Kb lladl y. 
tlu* best known driver of the leg d e s­ 
ert teams, first called tin* writer's at­ 
tention to this peculiarity, and saul 
that the Panatnint Indians living on 
tin* west side of Death valley, have a 
napie for the reptile which means “the- 
snake-with-a-grin." 
In color, as a whole, the sidewinder 
is exactly like that of the mesa (tan 1. 
When it is lying still no one walking 
along the desert save an Indian can 
set* it. Once the eye has located it. how­ 
ever. it is found to be of a light yel­ 
lowish color on the si.lt>s with a strip-* 
along the back, while very beautiful 
brown spots, suggestive of the speckled 
trout, are scattered abut on each side 
of the stripe. Farther towards th * tail 
there are short, tigerish stripes at right 
angles to the dorsal stripe, and there 
is a brown dash just behind each eye. 
It has only one nostril, in the center 
of a large scale plate. Although it lias 
but one nostril, the desert nen believe 
that it has a very keen smell for a 
snake, and a part of their dread of tin* 
beast i:*. due to this. They say the snake 
is attracted by tin* smell of cooking 
food, and coiues to the eamnlires to get 
something to eat. When near tin* camp 
it shows the liking for a warm bed 
that all snakes have, only in a greater 
degree, and no matter how hot the 
night may be it will crawl on tin* bed 
of the sleeping desert man and stretch 
its eoolish length along his body. Tin re 
is no snake in tin* desert (hat shows 
the liking for a blanket bed that the 
sidewinder does, and so it is hate.l ac­ 
cordingly. Not on** of the desert men 
here can tell of a case by name and 
date where a sleeping newt has been 
bitten by one of ihese snakes, though 
every desert man will say offhand that 
“lots of such cases happen every year.’

The tail is the 
part which shows most damage, for 
it Is very easily torn, but a good grip 
on a side fin is most effective. 
When one pins the other by the nose 
an exciting struggle takes place, the 
two lying fastened together like pro­ 
fessional wrestlers, and then shaking 
each other backward and forward with 
might and main. 
They display considerable agility in 
evading their opponent’s mouth, and 
also in suddenly twisting around and 
taking a piece out of its tail. In twenty 
minutes or so th**se appendages, which 
looked so brave and bright as they 
went into the fray, are torn to rib­ 
bons. 
The fish sometimes succumb to a long 
contest, but generally they only take 
superficial damage, and are immedi­ 
ately ready to feed. After a match they 
are always rested a week or more, ac­ 
cording to the extent of their injuries, 
aud most of the rents and cuts tire re­ 
paired by nature 
Enthusiastic owners ofien wager $.“0.

in company with an Austrian prince 
who was visiting Slain at that time 
There were thousands on th** streets, 
and the rich Siamese as well as the 
poor were out.

We waited about three 
hours before we heard tit** procession 
I Then a noise arose like that of a 
thousand dogs with tin cans tied to 
their tails rattling over tIn* stoniest of 
streets, ami a moment later we saw 
about 2.o<h> naked legs carrying I <>00 
half-naked Siamese who carried ban 
tiers and 
escorted 
a wrinkled old 
prime and D*eir king. This ol*l king 
was as black as the noe of spades uud 
his under jaw was no thicker than 
your finger. He was dressed in gold 
and silver clothing and ho had a crown 
on his head that ltoked like a pyra 
mid of ice cream. The pfople cheered 
him as h»* catne up, aud he stopped in 
front of our party and wagged his thin 
lower jaw at tit** governor, saying 
something that 1 could not understand. 
Bight near here there was a great 
swing fastened to a beam across two 
poles about 100 feet high.

top of this beam the ropes holding the 
swing were hung, and on the board it 
Its foot four naked Siamese stood.

purse of money was tied to a long 
bamboo fishing pole and fastened to 
one of th** uprights, so that tit** money 
hung about thirty feet out from the 
swing. The pole was so bent tliat th** 
big of money uung quivering from the 
topmost point, far out to the side of 
ti e swingers. The feat was for them 
to got the uvouey while the swing 
was moving. They first knelt down 
and prayed to the king, and then went 
up ami down upon the swing until 
they swung themselves high up in th** 
air and nearer aed nearer the money. 
At last one of them reached it. Ac­ 
cording to rules he had to bite it oil' 
with his tcctn and hold tlu* money in 
Ids mouth until the swing 
stopped. 
'I'his is no easy feat, and tin* people

They 
wear nothing but a strip of cotton 
cloth a yard wide and about three 
yards long, which they wind about 
their hips and fasten by pulling the 
ends through between the legs and 
tucking them into the belt at the back. 
This is the dress of the common wom­ 
en, aud it is only the better classes 
who have anything about tin* should­ 
ers, the bust and the neck. In such 
costume a plump girl looks well, but a 
scrawny, wrinkled old woman looks 
horrible.

Siamese 
women

their hair short. It grows coarser as 
they grow older and it stands up like 
a shoe brush all * ver tbeir heads.

have

about an Inch long. They all chew 
the betel nut, and long before they 
have* grandchildren their teeth are 
black aud their lips are cracked and 
stained. They squat around the house 
on their haunches doing little but 
smoking cigarettes aud chewing betel 
nuts, aud they vary the puffing out 
the smoke with the spitting out betel 
Juice. 
The celebration cf New Year’s Day 
is sanctioned by the Buddhists, and 
the Siamese believe that tiie souls of 
those Buddhists who have gone to 
purgatory come back to earth on that 
day. The people pour water out on 
the ground in celebration of this, and 
they always go to the temples and 
visit the shrines. Every idol in the 
kingdom is bathed with perfumed wa­ 
ter and incense is burned by the cord.

story of his crime very deliberately to 
a Herald reporter the next day.

time, but did not get aloug very well. 
About two weeks ago Cusick says he 
lost $27.50 and carried the idea that 
Drake had robbed him, although he 
protests that he had not broached the 
subject to his partner of t he loss or his 
sucpicious of its whereabouts.

had repeated quarrels, and on the day 
of tho murder Drake was fishing and 
Cusick was in the shanty making a 
noise which the former seemed to 
think was scaring the fish. 
Drake 
came into the shanty and began to • 
abuse his companion, using vile aud 
insulting language. Cusick seized an i 
ax and struck Drake in the back of ; 
the head, burying the blade, as Cusick I 
says, a considerable depth, but did J 
not knock him down. 
The balance of j 
his story was not very well knitted to- I 
gether. 
He told of a desperate 
struggle which ensued, Drake at- j 
tempting to drown him iu the fishing 
hole through the ice, in which attempt 
Cusick says he succeeded in once get-* 
ting him completely under water, and 
further, that Drake tried to cut his 
throat with a jack knife. 
Cusick says 
he succeeded in getting his own knife 
out of his pocket and cut several 
gashes in Drake’s face, head aud neck. 
Drake then started to walk to Mc- 
Eacheru’s lumber camp, a short dis­ 
tance from the scene of the trouble, 
and reached his destination, but wiss 
very weak from loss of blood. Cusick 
was notified that Drake could not 
live, and he started for Grand Rapids, 
a distauce of 28 miles, and gave him­ 
self up. 
As the crime was committed 
in Cass county, which is attached to 
Crow Wing, Marshal Kelly notified 
the sheriff at Brainerd to come for his 
prisoner. 
Having no authority to 
hold the prisoner longer the marshal 
turned him loose. 
Wednesday after­ 
noon word was received that Drake 
was dead, aud a little later a telegram 
was received from Sheriff Spalding 
requesting 
Sheriff Toole to hold 
Cusick until Thursday night, when he 
would 
arrive to take him away. 
Fortunately Mr. Toole re-captured 
his man between here and Bass Brook. 
Upon regaining his liberty Cusick re­ 
turned to Vermillion lake, aud. going 
to the shanty, demanded his clothes 
from a man who was staying there 
keeping watch for his return. 
At the 
muzzle end of a ri tie he was taken to 
the McEacbren camp and guarded 
through the night, and next morning 
was being brought to Grand Rapids by 
Mr. McEacbren and one of his men 
when met by tho sheriff. 
It is the 
opinion of the men at the camp that 
murder was intended by Cusick for 
the purpose of robbery. 
Drake is 
still alive, with excellent chances of 
recovery. 
He was sewed up by the 
“handy man” {it the camp, doctered 
with horse liniment and is doing 
nicely. 
Sheriff Spalding arrived on 
Thursday and left for Bra.nerd this 
morning with his prisoner.
